Now and then a mem- 
ber would grow weary and be upon the 
pointof giving up in despair, but that 
grand old mah the coroner never once wa- 
vered in his belief that the beudy would be 
found and by his enthusiasm and unremit- 
ting energy in the search never failed to 
inspire the faint-hearted with fresh hope 
and courage.

Under the advice of Solictor-Geu- 
eral Hill, this wonderful coroner's jury, 
which has done so much real good tu De- 
Kalb county and ty society at large, was 
formally discharged on y esterday afternoon, 
it being deemed unnecessary for them to 
bold another inquest, inasmuch as the body 
bas been identified and the murderer caged. 
In taking leave of the jury, Coroner Evans 
made a brief but feeling speech, in which 

said: “Gentlemen of the jury—I 

[ had some language 

‘oO express my appreciation 

of your services. You have been as faithful 
as any coroner’s jury of any county, any 
state or any coun-ry can ever hope to be. 
When Gabriel b'ows his trumpet you will 
be there, I will be there, and Victoria Nor 
ris will be there, and your services wil! be 
recognized and rewarded by a higher power 
than any on earth. Gentlemen, again 
thdnking you in the name of the’couaty, | 
announce that you are finally discharged.’ 

Before the large crowd had dispersed, Mr. 
Earnest Ward, a bright Decatur lawyer, 
rose and stated that some of the best citi- 
zens of DeKalb county had decided to erect 
a monument over the grave of Victoria 
Norris. This monument is to rise in mew- 
ory. of her brave defence of her un- 
protected virtue and it is intended to be 
typical of that large class of orphan girls 
thronghout the land, who, left almost alone 
in the world, are forced to depend upon 
themselves for the preservation of that 
jewel which is above all price. It is aJso 
intended to perpetuate the righteous indig- 
nation of the good people of DeKalb county 
at the fiendish murder of a brave girl who 
died in defense of her honer. The remarks

considerable sum was raised and- we hope 
that the people throughout the state, when 
called upon, wil! respond. Miss Norris was 
the daughter of one of the brightest Masons 
in this state and it is expected that 
the various lodges in this © and 
other cities of Georgia will contribute to 
the nable cause. Let that monument rise 
and teach by its white shaft pointing to 
heaven that the pure young girl who re- 
fers death to the loss of ber virtue shall live 
forever in the loving admiration of- her 
country men and country women, Tt 
has been suggested that Judge Hillyer cal! 
an extra session of the superior court at 
once for the trial of the murderer. The 
people of DeKaib are fully aroused, and 
this extraordinary case should receive 
prom pt attention before witnesses have 
time to scatter and public opinion to be- 
come less provouneed against a crime so 
flagrant that it swells to heaven. 

James Jolly was pronounced by Solicitor 
Hill to be the stubbornest' witness 
that he had ever seen upon the stand.

AN INGENIOUS SUICIDE, 


A Bostonian Bailds a Self-acting Guil- 
letine and Inhales Ether ‘Trill it 
Chops His Head Off. 


Boston, April 21.—A remarkable and in- 
genious suicide ocenrred in Chelsea yester- 
day. Stephen M. Pillsbury, Jr., was found 
by his father ina barn w here he was last 
seen on Sunday. The head was nearly sev- 
ered from the body, connected only by the 
skin in front. 

Pillsbury had committed suicide in a 
most methodical manner. He built a guil- 
lotine of joist and plank, and took for a 
Knife a carpenter's broadax, set iv a wooden 
slide, the lat‘!er being held in position above 
by resting on a weigited lever. The weight 
was a large watering pot full of small leak 
holes at the bottom. A _ large box 
filled with sfenes was placed = on 
the knife slide to weight it, Pillsbury’s 
plan being that, when the water had 
e.caped enough, the lever would release the 
knite, which woul) instantly drop. Atthe 
foot of the posts Pillsbury made a collar for 
his ned and made close by a hollowin the 
joist, holding about a quart. The. collar 
was ‘fastened by heavy 
keep him quiet if he struggled. 

From: appearances he had fil'ed tle 
hollow with ether, placed himself in the 
guillotine, fastened himself with his nese 
and mouth over the ether, and probably 
became insensible. The knife fell, nearly 
severing his head from his body 

Pillsbury was about thirty years old aod 
probably insane, as insanity occurs in bis 
family.
